EMIGRATION FROM NEW- 
FOUNDLAND. 
FISHBRIES AND POLITICS 


Newfoundland, with a population of about 
270,000, is suffering serious loss in numbers 
this year through the emigration of some 
thousands of its fisherfolk (says a Reauter’s 

atch). This is a result of poor fisheries 
va it ie alleged by critics of the Government 
now in power, of ‘the policy pursued by the 
Administration in reg to the marketing of 
the fishery products, which - the mainstay

cause at that time the fishery had to face tho 
competition of herring from ail over Europe, 
packed in superior fashion, and bearing recog- 
nised brands.

ts for nine eteamers, or less than 4,000 apiece. | 
as, to make the venture a paying one, 
at least four times that number of pelts should 
have been taken.
